WASHINGTON. Jan. 31.—The Venezuelan 


commission held its first regular weekly

BAT SHEA AGAIN RESPITED 


DEATH OF JOHN ADAMS. 


He was Connected With the Fitchburg 


Railroad (or Forty-two Years. 


John Adams, sixty-nine, for many years 


general superintendent of the Fitchburg 
miroad, died at Concord yesterday after- 
noon of Brigbt's disease. He had not been 
well and suffered much for several months, 
his disease having been aggravated by ar- 
senical poisoning soon after occupying his 
late residence in Lincoln, where he had 
lived since Hay, having moved from 
Charleston. He leaves a widow and two 
sons, J. Frank and Henry B. The funeral 
will take place Sunday at 1.15 from his 
house, for which special train service will 
probably be arranged. Mr. Adama was 
one of the best-known railroad men in 
New England, and when he retired from 
the office of general superintendent in 
189.3 he had been connected with the 
Fitchburg railroad forty-two years and 
been identified with its growth. He was 
first employed as machinist, then as pas- 
senger conductor and purchasing agent, 
assistant superintendent and general sup- 
erintendent. Since leaving the road's ser- 
vice Mr. Adams bad visited California and 
.Europe. He was a member of Putnam 
lodge of Masons of East Cambridge, Bos- 
ton society of natural history, Middlesex 
club, California pioneers and Forty-niners. 
He went round Cape Horn! in the ship 
Constantino, Captain Winsor'.ln 1840. 


Mr. Adams was well known here, his 


duties in connection with the Fitch- 
bnrg road calling him to this city with 
more or less frequency. He was well 
liked by his subordinates and the em- 
ployes of the road and highly respected 
by all who knew him. The news of his 
death will be received with sincere regret 
by all who have been associated with him 
in any capacity.

ITS WANS ARE AMPLY SECURED. 


All Its Investments Such as Its Officers 


Would Make Personally. 
Nothing 


Loaned Outsld* a Five Mile 


Limit, Assets Increasing, 


In the current report of the bank com- 


missioners there is a, caution to co-opera- 
tive banks in no unmistakable tone re- 
garding their method of Investment. This, 
of course, is done for the greater security 
of the shareholders in the banks. 
It 


would appear that the co-operative banks 
have been getting beyond the principles 
which underlie their founding and have 
been loaning money on property at some 
distance from the institution, thus mak- 
ing the element of risk greater than if the 
security for the 
loajns was in 
the 


immediate neighborhood of the banks. 
As all those who have loans from these 
banks must be shareholders in them it is 
clear that in this they go Beyond their 
purpose for the idea in co-operative banks 
is to be a co-operative institution opera- 
tive in a narrow section or field. This 
seems to be,at least, the idea of them held 
by the best of the institutions and men 
who have watched their development. 


It is interesting in this connection to 


know that the co-operative bank in this 
city has not been guilty of any of those 
things which have called forth 
criticism 


011 others. On a recent official visit by 
the commissioners to the Berkshire Co- 
operative bank these officials expressed 
themselves strongly in commendation of 
the manner in which the bank's business 
is conducted. 
It comes in for no share of 


the criticism that has been given. Its 
money has been placed on the best of se- 
curity and on property right in this 
city. The directors of the bank have 
made it a rule not to allow money loaned 
on property outside of a circle of a radius 
of live miles, taking the bank's office as a 
centre. The bank at present has asset8 
amounting to $60,000 and there is not an 
investment made by it that its officers, 
personally, and many of its shareholders 
would not make themselves.' The sixty 
per cent limit is seldom reached. When 
the commissioners were here they ex- 
pressed themselves as much pleased with 
the fine increase tile bank has made in 
the past three years, since C. W. Ford be- 
came its treanrer. When Mr. Ford as- 
sumed control the assets amounted to 
about |10,000 and now the figures as given 
above show six timSs that amount. The 
bank has more demands for loans than it 
can satisfy and it is gelling its shares rap- 
idly. It is like all Other North Adams in- 
stitutions, built on loltd foundations and 
boa not a breath Of iu**t»on in it. In 
this there is reagoc.fia- congrcptouiiion.

McGlory Dissatisfied 


with KIs Treatment at 


Holyoke. 


HE WILL DEMAND HEAVY DAMAGES 


Did Not Know Who He was Matched With- 


Has Engaged Counsel. Does Not Pro- 


pose to be Smashed for Nothing. 


Interest In the Caie. 


An account of Ed. McQiory's participa- 


tion in a sparring contest at Ho'yoke ap- 
peared in yesterday's paper and was read 
with much interest fn this city, where 
McGlory has become quite well known in 
sporting circles since he has been working 
here as a telephone lineman. As will be 
recalled, he was badly knocked out by a 
man who was said to be Champion Burley 
of California, when it was another man 
whom he had agreed to meet. The Holy- 
oke Democrat in speaking of tne matter 
says: 


"There is to be another bout now, but 


of a legal nature, with Edward McGlory 
and the Athletic club as principals and a 
superior court judge as a referee. 


"Through Lawyer Donohoe, Edward 


McGlory, one of the principals in hist 
night's boxing tournament, is to bring 
two suits against the Paper City Athletic 
club; first, for the recovery of the flOO 
bonus he was to receive for appearing 
against Pugilist McDonongh, who didn't 
appear; second, for matciiiug a pugilist, 
Dice Burley of San Jose, Cal., whom he 
did not expect or agree to meet. 


"McGlory claims that Burley outclassed 


him, and as a result he was completely 
knocked out and received a badly sprained 
ankle and severe bruises. The plaintiff 
was given to understand that the set-to 
was to be decidedly friendly one, but he 
received bud punishment. He claims his 
injuries to be of such a nature that he 
will be laid up some time. 


"Outside of the suits entirely the, friends 


of McGlory are active in claiming that 
the placing of Burley against McGlory in- 
stead of McDonough was intentional so 
as to injure McGlory's standing as a boxer 
in Holyoke. They are not at all back- 
ward either in naming the man who got 
up the alleged plot. 


"On the other band, there are many 


well known and reputable men who un- 
derstand pugilism, who say that McGlory 
was not .up to snuff anyway and was away 
out of his latitude. If he was a fighter in 
the class he claimed he should have had 
no difficulty in holding his own with his 
opponent. 


"It was stated yesterday afternoon that 


the man who met McGlory was neither 
McDonough nor Burley, but Tom Claffey, 
a 154-pound fighter from Boston. Claffey, 
ao the informant says, and he is a leader 
in the club, was brought on to act as a 
substitute for either McDonough or Mc- 
Glory, in case either one foiled .to show 
up. McDonough failed to come to time 
and so Claffey fought McGlory." 


AN EXPRESS CAR ROBBED. 


Bold Piece of Work on the West shore 


Railroad. 


What was probably an extensive ex- 


press robbery on the West Shore road was 
discovered in Troy at 11 o'clock Wednes- 
day night when the train which left New 
York at about 6 o'clock arrived there. 
There were two express cars on the train, 
one for Troy and the other for Boston. 
Both had been sealed at Weebawkcn, but 
between that place and Troy the Boston 
car had been entered and robbed of every- 
thing valuable. A stub of a candle was 
found in the car »•>'• there was evidence 
that more than <T.ie mail bad engaged in 
the job. The car wns resettled at Troy 
and sent to Boston on the 11.30 p. m. 
Fitchburg train, dne in Boston at U o'clock 
yesterday morning. It is impossible to 
ascertain what was taken because the way 
bills are sent direct from Nrw York to 
Boston and will be checked off>al the lat- 
ter city. 


It is believed at New York that the rob- 


bers had confederates nt several small 
stations along the West Shore road where 
the train stopped. The train reached Al- 
bany at about 10.30 o'clock, and the ex- 
press cars were run special between that 
place and Troy over the Delaware and 
Hudson ro.id. This express train is 
known as the National express. 


ELECTRICAL PHENOMENA. 


A Sudden Display that was Startling to 


Observers. 


The telephone linemen caused consid- 


erable excitement and inconvenience on 
State street yesterday aftrrnoon.

A Wanderer Returns to Them 


After 
a Long Absence 
From Home. 


HAS 
SAILED 
OX EVERY 
OCEAN. 


An Interesting Case at the Lodging House. 


A Returned Sailor Relates Some ot 


His Experiences. 
Ship- 


wrecked Three Times. 


Among the patrons of the lodging house 


at present is William Howard, who ar- 
rived in town two weeks ago today in 
quest of employment. He does not have 
the air or manner of an ordinary tramp 
and Superintendent Allen has no idea that 
he is one. Mr. Howard has spent a con- 
siderable portion of his life on the water 
and can tell an interesting story of his 
experiences. 


Mr. Howard is forty-three years old and 


a native of Berkshire county. He learned 
the carpenter's trade when a boy and in 
1869 he entered the United States navy at 
New Orleans, going on the flag ship 
"Tennessee." He served in the navy for 
two years and then entered the merchant 
marine service as ship carpenter. In ill, 
Mr. Howard has 
been on the water 


for 
about 
twenty 
years. 
The 


last seven years 
he sailed between 


Philadelphia and England, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium and Italy. Mr. Howard 
says he has sailed on every ocean and bos 
been around Cape Horn eleven times. It 
is interesting to bear him tell about the 
difficulty of getting around the Horn with 
a sail vessel. The water is always rough 
there and on one voyage they had a head 
wind against which the vessel beat and 
tacked for seven weeks without making 
any headway. 


Mr. Howard says he has been ship- 


wrecked three times, and the last time he 
came near losing his life. This happened 
about a year and a half ago. He was on 
board the bark "Stormy Petrel," bound 
from Ne^r York to Germany with a cargo 
of general merchandise. The bark was 
commanded by Captain Gillop and there 
were sixteen men on board, all told. When 
seven 
days out 
from 
New York 


and near the Gulf stream the bark 
encountered a heavy gale whir' con- 
tinr.ed 
for a long time. The vessel 


sprung a leak and the situation became 
desperate. It became necessary to cut 
away the masts and rigging, and the cut- 
ting of the masts was the work of the ship 
carpenter. The gale was raging furiously 
and when the main mast had been, partly 
cut off the bark was struck by an extra 
heavy sea and laid over on her beam ends. 
The mast was swept away and a part of 
the rigging caught ilr. Howard and 
hurled him against the bulwark. He was 
rendered insensible and when he regained 
consciousness three hours later he found 
himself in a lifeboat with three others of 
the crew, the remainder of the crew hav- 
ing left the sinking vessel in two other 
boats. Mr. Howard's left leg was broken 
below the knee, his left wrist was broken 
and his scalp and mouth were severely 
cut. The lifeboats were soon separated, 
but after floating about for eighteen 
hours the entire crew was picked up by a 
schooner and landed at Halifax, N. S. 
Others were hurt besides Mr. Howard, but 
not a life was lost. 


Mr. Howard was placed in the Halifax 


hospital and as soon as he was able to be 
moved he was sent to the Massachusetts 
general hospital in Boston, from which he 
was discharged a little over a year ago. 
Since then he has been making his way in 
the world as well as he could on laud, and 
at last he drifted back to bis native 
county to see what he could find to do. 
To come to Berkshire looking for work 
means, ot course, to North Adams, whose 
reputation as the busiest centre in this 
part oi New England has led many men 
to f.eek employment here, only to be dis- 
appointed, for with all its business and 
push this city cannot furnish work for all 
the idle men in the country, espiciaily in 
the winter season. 


And so, finding no work ready at hand 


when he arrived here, Mr. Howard avail- 
ed himself of the privileges of the lodg- 
ing house, where he has paid his way by 
honest labor, and will make further trials 
to secure employment. 
Ho lias had 


enough of "life on the ocean wave" and 
hopes to spend the remainder ol' his days 
on land, ami, if possible, among his native 
hills, for which his love has not grown 
cold during his long absence and eitend- 
cil and venturesome voyages. He has no 
family. He has beeii married, but his 
wife died eleven years ago. He has seen 
much of the world and much of hardship, 
hut does not appear to have been specially 
hardened by his experiences. 
He is a 


pleasant appearing man of good address 
and seems to be sincere in his declaration 
that he is willing and anxious to work.

A LOST SOCIETY. 


What has become of the society with 


the biz name? It has been so long sine* 
we have heard anything of it up here that 
we cannot recall the name exactly, but it 
Is something about American and the 
protection or prevention, whichever it 
may be, ofcrnelty to animals. So far as 
this section of the country poes the Amer- 
ican part of the name seems to be about 
•11 that is left of it. That is a part which 
could not be wiped out and which never 
can be forgotten. As for the rest of the 
name it is meaningless here. 


The society may have an agent or 


agents here, but most people wouldn't 
suspect it and we do not dare aseertthat 
there is any such official in oar midst for 
fear that we may be right. We would 
much prefer to believe that the society 
has no official in our city than to believe 
it has one who has allowed a society with 
such a long name to be UM while he was 
an incumbent. 


These queries and regrets have been in 


our mind for a number of weeks, ever 
since we had occasion to record the horri- 
ble brutality bestowed in our streets upon 
a horse with a broken leg; an incident 
that we shall recall later on. But the 
long-named and long-forgotten society 
has been vividly brought to mind by two 
incidents mentioned in our columns of 
yesterday and day before. 


On both days could be seen a. dog rush- 


ing through our streets in an agony of 
terror with a tin pail tied to his tail. 
There is something absolutely horrible in 
such mean and contemptible treatment of 
an animal, which while perhaps being half 
fairly well treated has earned for itself 
the title of man'a best friand. 


The man that will assist in perpetrating 


such a trick as that is meaner and has a 
•mailer soul, if any, than the meanest cur 
that is forced to sneak its way through 
the gutter, disowned and alone, abused by 
man and yet with no harm in its mind 
perhaps; a patient, forgiving sufferer it 
may be from man's inhumanity to his 
would-be best friend. No one but a cow- 
ardly man—no not a man, a cowardly 
something lower than a brute, would do 
•nob a «rucl, dastardly trick, after he was 
old enough to know anything of the 
causes of pain and terror. It is a relief to 
try to believe that it was but a piece of 
boyish mischief, but we dislike to libel 
our boys by even insinuating that the 
meanness was possible to them. 


It may be answered that officers could 


not have prevented these offenses. Very 
likely not directly; but the knowledge 
that efficient officers were constantly en' 
deavoring to prevent cruelty to animals 
and to secure severe punishment for such 
offenders would do much toward prevent- 
ing mch crimes. 


A most outrageous case of brutality was 


reported in this paper a few weeks ago, 
and we have waited patiently to see if 
any officials would endeavor to have the 
perpetrator punished but have heard of 
no official steps being taken in that direc- 
tion. The case, as currently reported at 
the time, was that a horse which broke 
its leg on one of our prominent streets 
was to be killed to end Its misery. A man 
was hired to kill the animal. To save the 
expense of having the body carted off for 
bntial the Inhuman being, as it was statedi 
compelled the hone to hobble along on 
its broken leg a long distance to the place 
of burial, or as a bright reporter grimly 
pat it, the horse was forced to become its 
own hearse. 


If there was ever a case of inhuman 


brutality that deserved severe punishment 
it was this. That a man designated to 
put an animal out of sufiering should so 
torture his victim seems almost incredi- 
ble. 
For many weeks recently it has 


been possible to see almost daily a team of 
horses straggling up the slippery hill on 
Main street just above Church street in a 
most painful manner, barely able to drag 
aload of atone almost invariably exceed- 
ing in weight all reasonable limits. It 
has been noticed and commented on by 
residents of that locality and passers-by 
and the driver has been spoken to about 
it without effect. But it has proved to be 
the old case of what is everybody's busi- 
ness is nobody's.and the cruelty to animals 
has gone on while the society for its pre- 
vention seems to have been lost. 


There may be agenta of the society 


here, We have no reason to think there 
are excepting that there should be. 
I 


^here are «nch agents in our city we feel 
fully warranted in calling their attention 
to duties unperformed. When in a city 
crowded with traffic like New York an of- 
ficer of the society in question would in- 
stantly order a horse on the street Immed- 
iately relieved from work if the harness 
was simply chafing the skin, or if lame- 
ness or disability were evident, no matter 
howmany hundreds of people were stop- 
ped on the street-cars by the interruption 
rarely it would seem that in a city like 
our own a proper officer could easily pre- 
vent much cruelty to animals not only 
with slight Inconvenience but with groat 
comfort to our humane people. 


JUSTICE AND THE ARMENIANS. 


Catholic church of that city delivered an 
eloquent and very suggestive plea in be- 
half of the Armenians, which we quote 
from the Catholic News as follows: 


"Natural right and justice are good in- 


ternational law. Indeed it was in this 
sense that the older writers used the term, 
Jns Gentium, to signify those principles 
of right and justice which are the dictates 
of man's rational nature, which all na- 
tions are bound to respect. When any na- 
tion outrages national justice we have a 
right to protest. For as an individual in 
the family of nations we owe a duty to all 
>ther nations, and we would not do our 
duty if we did not protest against the hor- 
rible outrages in Armenia Turkey is 
bound by positive convention and treaty 
with the great powers of Europe to pro- 
eot the Armenians. She has disregarded 
that treaty, and the six great powers have 
ooked complacently on, not regarding 
Turkey, but fearing lest one or the other 
should make some advance, or acquire 
more territory, or some additional com- 
mercial advantage. England has not time 
o protect her subjects in Armenia; she is 
too busy plundering little republics. 


"But not only Is Turkey bound by posi- 


tive treaty; she is bound by natural right 
and eternal justice. And it is our duty to 
make the liberty of this country so per' 
feet and onr influence abroad so great that 
there will not be left a spot, a hole, or 
corner in the habitable globe where any 
lower can lift the sword above the head 
of a man and say, 'Believe or die.' "

Quoting in full the TBANSCEIPT'B recent 
editorial, "What Are Our Courts For," 
;he Pittsfleld Eagle of yesterday said: "It 
s indeed time to protest against this sort 
of thing, and the editorial quoted above, 
s very timely. The ends of justice are 
certainly not served when such a course is 
inrsned as was followed in the Kent case, 
and it seems to us that a serious mistake 
s made in extending leniency in such 
cases as this. Justice should be tempered 
with mercy, but not to that extent which 
makes a farce of justice. 


What a silly bill is that introduced in 


onr Massachusetts legislature to regulate 
;he roughness of certain games and to 
popish anyone "who uses violence to over, 
come skill." The measure Is aimed at 
botball. If passed it would be a useless 
aw and one that no court could apply, be- 
cause no youths would ever give evidence 
that violence had been used, and what 
constitutes violence could not be deter- 


ilned. Nonsense. The measure was in- 


troduced by a representative from Wells- 
ley who evidently has gotten his ideas 
from the female gentleness of the Wellsley 
college girls.

NBW IlAVKN, Jan. 81.—Most remarkable 


results havn boon achieved by Vrofessor 
A. \V. Wright »t Ynlu university in ex- 
periments iu photographing objects be- 
hind opaque bodies by tho agency of cath- 
ode rays, in which Professor VV. C. Mount- 
iron of Wurzburp, Germany, lias been suc- 
cessful. 


Piofessur Wright used in his experi- 


niunts a tube In which tlio exhaustion Is 
carried to so high u poiut thut the tension 
of the gas left iu the tube is measured by 
a few millionths of ordinary atmospheric 
pressure—the so-called Crookes' tube—and 
connected the poles of tin induction coll 
iu action. Tho discharge from the nega- 
tive electrode uf such n tube gives the 
cathode rays, which, it must be empha- 
sized, are almost non-luminous. 


Professor Wright's experiments were 


made with a great variety of substances, 
uud it was found that strong impressions 
were obtained upon a photographic plate, 
even when it was enclosed in an opaque 
wrapping of black puper and covered with 
a pine board hulf nn inch thbk. It was 
evident at the outset that the order of 
transparency of different subjects for tho 
light rays was very dilTerent from that 
which is found with the cathode rays. 


Thus pieces of glass were more opaque 


to those ruys than some of the metals or 
than ebonite, which is perfectly opaque to 
luminous rays, but transmits the cathode 
rays with great freedom. 
Among tho 


metals aluminium is especially distin- 
guished, and in one of the experiments of 
Professor Wright an aluminium medal 
left its impress on the plate so clearly as 
to show both the design and lettering, In 
tills latter rase the layer between the 
medal and the sensitive plate was abso- 
lutely opaque ebonite, which is tho sub- 
stance used by photographers to darken 
completely the plate-holder. 


Iii othe^cxperimeuts which were made 


by Professor Wright, with pins board in- 
terposed, a closed paper box, containing 
aluminium grain weights, lefta trace upon 
tho plate which appeared as though tho box 
was almost transparent, and the weights 
themselves somewhat translucent. 
An 


ordinary lead pencil, lying near the box 
•upon the interposed board, showed its 
graphite core by a darker trace in the 
mi'ldle of tho fainter impress of the wood 
of the pencil. 


Another paper box contained, imbedded 


in cotton, three small spheres, one of plat- 
inum, one of brass and ono of aluminium. 
In this case. also, the box and cottou ap- 
peared so nearly transparent as to leave 
but a slight impression on the platu. Tho 
brass and tho platinum spheres inter- 
cepted a largo portion of the cathode rays, 
the aluminium sphere a much smaller 
proportion. A number of American coins 
—silver, 
copper 
and 
nickel—produced 


strong impressions, showing almost! com- 
pletu interception oC the rays; but there 
were differences, the copper coins trans- 
mitting more than the nickel, and the 


Nickel More Than the Silver. 


In an earlier experiment a somewhat 


thinner bourd or white wood was used, 
the platet being wrapped in black paper an 
before. On this board was laid a pocket- 
book of dark Russian leather, with several 
fltips of leather within, and containing 
seven cards, two of them thick. A num- 
ber of small coins vrsra slipped into tho 
inside compartment of the book, which 
was then closed and laid on the board 
under the tube. On the plate, when de- 
veloped, only a faiuc shading was left by 
the pocketbuok, but the coins left a strong 
and definite fixture, showing with surpris- 
ing clearness their number and position 
in the book. 


A trace of Professor Wright's hand, 


which Tested upon tho board during this 
experiment, was also strongly depicted. 
The outlines of the hand were somewhat 
blurred, and in the palm faint traces of 
the passage of tho rays between the bones 
could be detected, but there was little of 
the effect, reported by Professor Roent- 
gen, of the greater distinctness of the im- 
pression maile by the bones. 


It may be said with regard to the pic- 


tures on the sensitive plates by these ex- 
periments that they have to the eye an 
appearance similar to those of shadows 
thrown by the object upon a surfaco when 
the source of light is but a short distance 
away. If the object is but a short distance 
from the illuminated surface, tho image 
is somewhat enlarged, also distorted it' tlie 
rays fall obliquely, ana the edges some- 
what blurred or diffused. 


If the distance of the tnbo is increased, 


or the interposed opaque layer is thinner, 
so that the subject experimented upon ia 
brought quite near to the sensitive plate, 
then the outline of the picture Is more 
sharp and clear and the proportions are 
more nearly normal. 


Gunboat Helena Launched. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Jan. ai.—The 


gunboat Helena was added to tho United 
States force yesterday. Her godmother is 
Miss Agnes Steel, daughter of the mayor 
of Helena. Man., who was in attendance 
with an escort of 14 ladies and gentlemen, 
having come east solely for the function. 
The Plant steamer, Iia 
Grande Duch- 


esse, was also successfully launched. She 
Is also a valuable addition to tho Ameri- 
can navy, as she is constructed in compli- 
unce with the government requirements 
for auxiliary cruisers whenever occasion 
requires. 


Wrangling Over Nationality. 


FBAXKFOKT, Ky., Jan. 31.—Both of the 


branches of the Kentucky legislature 
yesterday considered a resolution offered 
asking Congressman Hunter, candidate 
for the United States senate, to prove 
his eligibility to that body. Dr. Hunter 
was born in Ireland, and came to this 
country when a boy. Senator Bennett 
said that he had the naturalization papere 
of Dr. Hunter in his pocket, and knew 
I hat they were all right. He characterized 
the Introduction of the resolution in ths 
senate as an insult to Ur. Hunter. 


They "Stand In." 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 31.—It is reported 


that tho Russian dnigoman who 
fre- 


quents the palace dully has submitted a 
draft of the Russo-Turkish entente. The 
sultan was displeased at this, arid said 
that between such friends as himself and 
1 he czar written engagements were super- 
fluous.

subject, aud u ^plcy debate followed. The 
discussion eon sinned so much time that 
thw committee adjourned without action. 


Tlie sub-committee, conslstingot Messrs. 


Draper (Mass.), Pearson pf. O.) and Dins- 
muru(Ark.), which had been charged with 
the settlement of the matter, reported that 
they had been unable to agree upon the 
form of a resolution. They laid before Hi 
fall committee live drnfts of resolution- 
which had been submitted by members ol 
the committee. 


There was a wide rari&e of difference be- 


tween these resolutions. Tho most radi- 
cal of them denounced in strong terms tlie 
Edinburgh and Bostqu (EilK.) sueechfh, 
and called upon the president to recall thr 
ambassador. Tho most mild, on the other 
hand, did not mention tho utterances o I 
Mr. Bayard, but simply expressed general 
disapproval of the practice of- making 
speeches on home politics by any foreign 
representatives of the United States in 
the countries to which thuy are accredited. 


The three other resolutions covered the 


range between these two extremes. Mr. 
McCreary (Ky.) made a motion to increase 
the sub-committee from three to five mem- 
bers. 


Mo action had been taken upon this 


motion or on the main question when I tic 
hour of noon arrived, and Mr. McCrear.v 
brought about an adjournment, ns tlie 
foreign affairs committee have not leave 10 
meet while the house is in session. 


Diversity of Opinion. 


The discussion is said by members of (lie 


committee to have been 
much 
mo:e 


warmer than usually characterized its 
sessions. Dr. Petirscm suggested to tliu 
committee •» resolution which cousurcd 
Ambassador Bayurd very strongly. Mr. 
Newlauds (Nev.) proposed to amend tills 
by asking the president to recall tho am- 
bassador. 


Mr. McCreary and Mr. Money (Miss.), 


both Democrats, took the principal parts 
iu the discussion. Their chief argument 
was that the matter was one for action by 
the president, if any steps were to bo 
taken to censure Mr. Bayard, aud that the 
house will bo encroaching upon the pre- 
rogatives of the president if it adopted 
any of the resolutions naming the ambas- 
sador. 


Mr. Pearson remarked that the presi- 


dent had not hesitated to encroach upon 
the prerogatives of congress, and even to 
refer iu terms of censure to some of its 
legislation. 
It is understood that Mr. 


Cousins (la.) has prepared a resolution 
which calls Mr. Bayard by nniuo and cen- 
sures him which meets the approval of u 
majority of the Republican members of 
the committee. 


Chairman Hitt is said to favor a milder 


form of censure than most of his party 
colleagues on tho committee desire. Tho 
Democrats are not disposed to agree to 
any more radical expression (than a gen- 
eral statement that American representa- 
tives abroad should not utter reflections 
upon tho people of the United States. In 
the meeting Mr. Money and other Demo- 
crats expressed disapproval of Mr. Bay- 
ard's speeches, but argued that the house 
had no jurisdiction in the case. 


After the meeting the commltteemon 


conferred with their party colleagues ou 
tho floor to secure tlie consensus of party 
opinion on the form of resolution most 
appropriate. The matter Is assuming the 
form of a partisan contest. 


Concregnional Doing.* 


A very animated debate closed the sen- 


ate session late yesterday afternoon, over 
the taking of tho vote ou the pending sli- 
ver bond bill.

Republicans. The case came up from Sul- 
livan county aud involved tho apportion- 
ment act also of 1893, passed by Demo- 
crats. This also goes down as unconsti- 
tutional. By a farmer decision the ap- 
portionments of 1SU1 and 1879 were found 
Invalid. Yesterday's decision makes it 
necessary to go back to tho act of 1885, 
which is the last apportionment act passed 
that has not been successfully attacked.
